IMPORTANT  TO  FRUIT-GROWERS  IN  BRITISH 
COLUMBIA. 

Dominion  Department  of  Agriculture, 

Ottawa. 

AN  ERROR  a number  of  copies  of  the  “Fruit 
) Marks  Act,”  without  the  amendments  of  1902, 
have  been  distributed  by  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture. The  chief  amendments  are  in  section  4,  Mdiich 
now  reads  as  follows ; — “Every  person  who,  by  him- 
self or  through  the  agency  of  another  person,  packs 
fruit  in  a closed  package,  intended  for  sale,  shall  cause 
the  package  to  be  marked  in  a plain  and  indelible 
manner,  before  it  is  taken  from  tlie  premises  where  it 
is  packed — (a.)  with  the  initials  of  his  Christian  names, 
and  his  full  surname  and  address;  (b)  with  the  name 
of  the  variety  or  varieties;  and  (c)  with  a designation  of 
the  grade  of  fruit,  which  shall  include  one  of  tlie  follow- 
ing six  marks  : for  fruit  of  the  first  quality.  No.  1,  or 
XXX;  for  fruit  of  the  second  quality.  No.  2,  or  XX  ; 
and  for  fruit  of  the  third  quality.  No.  3,  or  X ; but 
the  said  mark  may  be  accompanied  by  any  other 
designation  of  grade,  pi'ovided  that  designation  is  not 
inconsistent  with,  or  marked  more  conspicuously  than, 
the  one  of  the  said  six  marks  wliich  is  used  on  the  said 
package.  Other  important  sections  are  6 and  7,  which 
read ; No  person  shall  sell,  or  offer,  expose  or  have  in 
his  possession  for  sale  any  fruit  packed  in  a closed 
]iackage,  upon  which  package  is  marked  any  designa- 
tion which  represents  such  fruit  as  of  No.  1 or  XXX, 
finest,  best  or  extra  good  quality,  unless  such  fruit  con- 
sist of  well-grown  specimens  of  one  variety,  sound,  of 
nearly  uniform  size,  of  good  colour  for  the  variety,  of 
normal  shape,  and  not  less  than  90  per  cent,  free  from 
scab,  worm  holes,  bruises  and  other  defects,  and  prop- 
erly packed.  Sec.  7 reads  ; No  person  shall  sell  or 
offer,  expose,  or  liavm  in  his  possession  for  sale,  any 
fruit  packed  in  any  package  in  which  the  faced  or 
shown  surface  gives  a false  representation  of  the  con- 
tents of  such  package  ; and  it  shall  be  considered  a 
false  representation  when  more  than  fifteen  per  cent, 
of  such  fruit  is  substantially  smaller  in  size  than,  or 
inferior  in  grade  to,  or  different  in  variety  from,  the 
faced  or  shown  surface  of  such  package.

All  applications  for  Private  Bills  require  a notice 
over  the  signature  and  address  of  the  applicants 
or  of  their  solicitors,  clearly  and  distinctly  specify- 
ing the  nature  and  object  of  the  application,  published 
by  advertisement  as  follows,  viz.; — In  the  Canada 
Gazette,  and  in  one  newspaper  published  in  the  County, 
District,  Union  of  Counties  or  Territory,  affected  by 
the  proposed  measure,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper 
published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper  in  the  next 
nearest  County,  District  or  Territory  in  which  a news- 
paper is  publislied.  In  the  Provuices  of  Quebec  and 
Manitoba  the  notice  must  be  published  in  the  like 
manner  in  the  English  and  French  languages.  All 
notices  shall  be  continued  for  a period  of  at  least  two 
months  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the  close 
of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the  consideration  of 
the  petition.  Marked  copies  of  (all)  the  newspapers, 
endorsed  “ Application  for  Private  Bills,”  containing 
the  fir.st  and  last  insertions  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent 
to  the  Clerk  of  each  House.

Extracts  from  Special  Rules  of  the  House  of 

Commons. 

Private  Bills  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by 
i-eference  the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to 
the  details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills. 

Private  Bills  in  amendment  of  Acts,  or  for  Acts 
incorporating  railway  companies,  shall  be  drawn  in 
accordance  with  the  Model  Bill  adopted  by  the  House, 
copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk. 

Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets,  and  when  revised  by  the  proper 
officers,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended 
shall  be  reprinted  in  full,  with  the  amendments  in- 
serted in  their  proper  places  and  between  brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  drawn  in  accordance 
with  these  rules  shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  to 
be  re-cast  before  being  revised  and  printed. 

Exceptional  provisions  shall  be  clearly  specified  in 
the  notice  of  application. 

A certified  map  or  plan  showing  the  location  of  any 
proposed  line  of  railway,  also  the  lines  of  existing  or 


authorised  work  of  a similar  character  within,  or  in 
any  way  affecting,  the  district  which  the  projtosed 
work  is  intended  to  serve,  and  an  exhibit  showing  the 
amount  of  capital  proposed  to  be  raised  for  the  under- 
taking, and  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  raise 
the  same,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Railway  Committee  at 
least  one  week  before  the  consideration  of  the  Bill. 

Special  Order  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

Resolved,  that  the  Clerk  of  the  House  do  ha,ve  a 
copy  of  the  new  Rule  49  sent  to  those  persons  giving 
notice  in  The  Canada  Gazette  of  their  intention  to 
apply  to  Parliament  for  the  passing  of  a Private  Bill, 
together  with  a notification  that  the  said  rule  will  be 
strictly  adhered  to  for  the  future  ; — 

49.  Petitions  for  Private  Bills  shall  only  be  received 
by  the  House  within  the  first  three  weeks  of  the 
session,  and  Private  Bills  may  only  be  presented  to 
the  House  within  the  first  four  loeeks  of  the  session, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  Committee  to  which 
any  Private  Bill  may  be  referred  to  consider  and 
report  the  same  to  the  House  with  all  convenient  speed. 

2.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  all  Committees  on 
Private  Bills,  in  the  event  of  promoters  not  being 
ready  to  proceed  with  their  measures  when  the  same 
have  been  twice  called  on  two  separate  occasions  for 
consideration  by  the  Committee,  that  such  measure 
shall  be  reported  back  to  the  House  forthwith, 
together  with  a statement  of  the  facts  and  with  the 
recommendation  that  such  Bills  be  withdrawn.

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

Rule  59. 

All  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature 
to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a Notice,  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the 
application  and,  where  the  application  refers  to  any 
proposed  work,  indicating  generally  the  location  of  the 
work,  and  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants, 
such  notice  to  be  published  as  follows : — 

In  the  Briti.sh  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one  news- 
paper published  in  the  District  affected,  or  if  there  be 
no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper 
in  the  next  nearest  District  in  which  a newspaper  is 
published. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for  a 
period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval  of 
time  between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  Session 
and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and  copies  of 
such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such 
notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  to  be  filed  amongst 
the  records  of  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

57.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be  received 
by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of  each  Session, 
nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented  to  the  House 
after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session,  nor  may 
any  Report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon 
a Private  Bill  be  received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of 
each  Session,  and  no  Motion  for  the  suspension  or 
modification  of  this  Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the 
House  until  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the 
Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made 
thereof  at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  consideration  of 
Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House. 
And  if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as 
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aforesaid  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the  time 
hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay  double 
the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposi 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House,  together  with  the  notices  published.  At  the 
time  of  depositing  the  Bill,  the  applicant  shall  also 
pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  a sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars.  If  a copy  of  the  Bill,  Petition  and  notices 
shall  not  have  been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  at  least  eight  days  before  the 
opening  of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not 
been  presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred 
dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one- 
half  of  the  fees  paid  shall  be  returned. 

60.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to  bring  in 
a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll  Bridge,  is 
received  by  the  House,  the  person  or  persons  intending 
to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall,  upon  giving  the  notice 
prescribed  by  rule  59,  also  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner,  give  notice  of  the  rates  which 
they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the  privilege,  the 
height  of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abut- 
ments or  piers  for  the  passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and 
mentioning  also  whether  they  intend  to  erect  a draw- 
bridge or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

61.  All  Private  Bills  lor  Acts  of  Incorporation  shall 
be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference  the  clauses 
of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  pro- 
vided for  by  such  Bills: — Special  grounds  shall  be 
established  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  provisions 
as  to  such  details,  and  a note  shall  be  appended  to  the 
Bill  indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
General  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills 
which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with  this  Rule 
shall  be  re-cast  by  the  promoters  and  re-printed  at 
their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

65.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the  par- 
ties applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in  Small  Pica 
type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on  good  paper,  in 
imperial  octavo  form,  each  page  when  folded  measur- 
ing lOf  inches  by  7^  inches.  There  shall  be  a marginal 
number  every  fifth  line  of  each  page ; the  numbering 
of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the 
lines  of  each  page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Two 
hundred  copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during 
its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private  Bills,  or 
through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be  reprinted  by  the 
promoters  thereof. 

By  new  Rule  65a,  passed  on  the  2nd  April,  1901 
{see  .Journals,  1901,  page  58),  a model  form  of  Railway 
Bill  i adopted. 

By  65b  all  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills  incor- 
porating railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Model  Bill. 

The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are  not 
in  accord  with  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between 
brackets. 

Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be  proposed 
to  insert  in  any  such  Bill  shall  be  clearly  specified  in 
the  notice  of  application  for  the  same.
